Department of Highways Gives 
Resume For Accidents 
Daring October. 


Harrisburg—During the month of 
October 225 motor vehicle accidents 
were repor ed to he State Highway 
department by its attaches in the 15 
engineering distri ts of the state. In 
these accidents 23 persons were killed 
and 206 were injured. 
The greatest number of accidents 
is shown to have occurred in District 
No. 7, comprised of Chester, Dela­ 
ware, Philadelphia, Montgomery' and 
Bucks counties. 
Of the 225 accidents, 105 occurred 
on straight sections of road and are 
declared to have been the result of 
careless or reckless driving. 
The figures returned to the State { 
Highway department seem to indi­ 
cate that accidents are less numerous, 
comparatively speaking, where traffic 
la heaviest. 
For example, 30 acci­ 
dents occurred in District No. 7, as 
told above; and in this district, the 
traffic census shows, is one-third of 
the? motor travel of Pennsylvania, ft 
should be remembered, of course*, 
that Philadelphia is a firat-claas city 
and none of its roads or streets are 
under the jurisdiction of the State 
Highway department, 
nor do 
the 
figures cover accidents whfch occurred 
in that city. 
The fewest accidents 
occurred in District No. 9, where 
there were three; and District No. IO. 
where there were six. District No. 9 
is composed of Somerset, Bedford 
and Fulton counties; District No. IO 
of Potter, Tioga, Bradford and Ly­ 
coming 
counties. 
Proportionately, 
as told. in the districts in which the 
traffic is heaviest the accidents art? 
fewer, considering the number of 
cars on the road. 
Five pedestrians wen* killed and 


four 
were 
injured. 
All of these 
pedestrians were walking in the di­ 
rection the car was moving, which in­ 
dicates that 
the 
Highway 
depart­ 
ment’s recent advice, that pedestrians 
walk 
opposite 
to the direction of 
traffic, is not followed. The Depart­ 
ment declares observance of this pre­ 
caution will save many lives, because 
when two cars approach each other at 
night neither driver is able to see a 
pedestrian until it is too late to avoid 
an accident. 
Nine a idents occurred at rail­ 
road crossings. 33 at road crossings, 
12 at bridges, four at undergrade 
crossings, 50 on light curves 36 on 
sharp curves, 106 on a straight road 
section and 13 as result of a colli­ 
sion with a culvert. 
In 23 accidents reported the driv­ 
ers were intoxicated. 
The Automo­ 
bile Division of the State Highway 
department has been notified of these 
accidents and will revoke the licenses 
of the operators where they still re­ 
main alive. 
Of the 23 accidents in which the 
drivers are reported as having been 


intoxicated, 13 
occurred in the dis­ 
tr ic t in western Pennsylvania and IO 
in eastern Pennsylvania districts. 
In the 225 accident reported, 228 
cars were concerned, 221 of which 
were open models and 7 closed mod­ 
els. 
The greatest number of accidents 
occurred on -Sundays. There were 56 
r n Sundays in October, 30 on Mon­ 
days, 16 on Tuesdays, 33 on Wednes­ 
days, 21 on Thursdays, 29 on Fri­ 
days and 45 on Saturdays.
